G ettysburg 
postal 
employes 
es­ 
tablished a record for themselves and 
for the office 
on Tuesday when they 
took the annual tests on routing mail 
and came through with the best a v er­ 
ages in the history of the office. 
The 
passing mark is 95 per cent, and not 
a man got less than 99, while one a t ­ 
tained a perfect record. 
Every one of the six clerks, whether 
or not regularly assigned to handling 
mail, 
had to take the 
examination. 
This consists 
of routing 
cards a d ­ 
dressed to various post offices. 
The 
smallest number of cards given any 
one man was 5HO and the largest n u m -. 
ber 740. 
These cards must be sorted 
as though for mailing, and a speed of 
not less than sixteen a minute must 
be maintained throughout the exam i­ 
nation. 


Accordingly only about four seconds 
to a card is 
allowed and tho 
entire 
task is one which require* a half hour 
or more to complete unless the clerk 
develops exceptional speed.
